Reached under the provisions of 
the Collective Bargaining Act (SB 
160), the contract will provide for this 
school year’s (1976-77) — salary 
increase retroactive to November |, 
1976, and will cost the District an 
estimated $554,000 during the first 
year. 

The salary increase wili raise the 
minimum teacher salary in this 
District from $9,920 to $10,51S and 
$11,146 the following year. 

Also included in the agreement is 
the reinstatement of step and class 
increments effective for the school 
year which began on September 9, 
1976, and the continuation of fringe 
benefits at the same level of 
coverage provided in 1975-76. 

Other provisions in the contract 
include: 

--reaffirmation of the Board’s 
management rights and power to 
control District activities, 

--establishment of advisory arbi- 
tration in grievance procedures. 
This will allow that an outside 
arbitrator may hear evidence and 
render an opinion, although the 
power to determine a final and 
binding decision on the grievance is 
with the Board of Trustees; 

--a no-strike clause for the 
duration of the agreement; 

--other provisions dealing with the 
determination of pupil-teacher 
allocation ratios, procedures for 
evaluating employees, transfers, 
leaves, safety, retirement, length of 
work day, and term of agreement. 

The contract will remain in force 
until June 30, 1978.

Firefighters said that when they 
arrived on the scene the building 
was ‘‘totally involved.’’ They had no 
problenr with the fire which took 26 
minutes to bring under control. 

Response to the blaze included 


three engines, one truck, a 
Paramedic unit, a ‘‘super vac’’ and 
25 firemen. 


No injuries were involved in 
fightin ng the flames and the fire gave 
those fighting it no problems. 

Reports said that next door 
neighbor Herbert Worsham report- 
ed the fire after he was awakened by 
his barking dog. The fire 
department said that Worsham’s 
house presented a minor exposure 
problem but it did not become 
involved. Worsham said that this 
was probably prevented early when 
a trio of unidentified teenagers wet 
down his house with a garden hose. 


The clubhouse has been a city and 
area landmark since the early 1900's 
when it was built and became 
operational. It is one of the oldest 
buildings in the city. The Woman’s 
Club was organized in 1912 and the 
building was constructed 1922.

FUHSD Scores 
in Top Third 


California state testing 
results indicate that Fuller- 
ton Union High School. 
District students remain in 
the top one third of all 
school district students in 
the state, Superintendent 
Walter J. Ziegler said. 

The test results are from 
the mandated California 
State Assessment Program 
administered during the 
1975-76 school year to 
twelfth graders to test 
achievement levels in four 
areas—reading, written ex- 
pression, - spelling and 
mathematics. 


The average student in 
this District did better than 
the average student in 70 % 
of all the districts statewide 
in reading; better than 74% 
of all the districts in written 
expression; better than 
60% of all the districts in 
spelling; and better than 
70% of all the districts in 
mathematics. 

In relation to tests from 
previous years, there is a 
slight decrease in

overall scores. This is, 
however, no indication of a 
significant trend because of 
all the variables involved in 
the testing of students from 
year to year. There are 
bound to be fluctuations, 
said Dr. Robert French, 
assistant superintendent 
for Educational Services. 

One primary factor that 
might have contributed to 
the difference is that new 
test materials were used for 
the first time, so that a 
comparison with previous 
years’ tests is not really 
valid. 

In comparison with other 
school districts having 
similar background factors 
(socioeconomic and _ edu- 
cational), the District falls 
within the middle 50% of all 
scores obtained by the 
average student in the 
comparable school districts. 

“The individual school 
staffs and Districts Cur-
